MOCAMEDES-MENONGUE RAIL LINK REESTABLISHED

[Excerpt] After a lengthy interruption, the rail link between the port of 
Mocamedes and the city of Menongue has been reestablished. The Angolan 
people have achieved another victory, and a new step has been taken in 
strengthening national unity. 


An important freight train arrived in the capital of Kuandao-Kubango from 
Mocamedes, carrying thousands of tons of products essential to the lives 
of the people. 


It is an eloquent demonstration of their commitment to the grand goals of 

the revolution and to party directives, the people in Menongue and neighboring 
areas ran en masse, and of their own accord, to the railway station. Eyes 
fixed on the freight train, they all understood very well that this was one 
more step in implementation of a crystal-clear slogan coined by the Immortal 
Guide of the Revolution in the middle of last year, right there in Menongue: 
"The most important thing is to resolve the problems of the people." Because 
this slogan entirely expresses the deep significance of our process of build- 
ing a new society, none of the people who ran joyfully to the railway station 
was content to stand there with folded hands.

REFUGEES DEFY POLICE--Gaborone. More than 100 South African refugees in 
Botswana continue to defy police efforts to round them up for shipment to 
Dukwe settlement in the north of the country. So far about 120 South 
Africans, many of whom have been in Botswana since the 1976 Soweto riots, 
have gone to Dukwe to join 134 Angolans, 33 South West Africans and 15 
Basotho. Police are continuing their efforts to find the balance of the 
unemployed South Africans accommodation in che townships of Gaborone or 

in nearby villages. The South Africans say they are afraid to go to Dukwe 
because there they would be vulnerable to attack by South African security 
forces. The first refugees to arrive at Dukwe have already reopened the 
local bakery and an Angolan man has asked for permission to open a restau- 
rant. It is hoped vocational training courses will soon be offered. Dukwe 
already offers primary and adult education, a maternity clinic and medical 
facilities. It is not surrounded by a fence but police have warned that 
anyone who absconds will be picked up and brought back.

POST-BOKASSA POLITICAL, ECONOMIC CONDITIONS NOTED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 23, 24-25 Feb 80

[Text] While in Abidjan, Ivorian justice waits to hear the two 
parties in person before ruling on the case between former 
Emperor Bokassa, who has taken asylum in the Ivory Coast, 
and French businessman Tapie, the criminal court in Bangui 
is proceeding with its hearings devoted to the trial of 
3%4 aides of the former sovereign. 


In addition, on Thursday, Gen Ambroise Ngabale, Central 
African minister of interior, categorically denied rumors 
of the “disappearance” from prison of Ange Patasse, former 
prime minister and leader of the Central African People's 
Liberation Movement (MLPC). 


Our special correspondent describes the political and eco- 
nomic situation in Central Africa 5 months after restoration 
of the republic. 


I. “The Dog Is Gone; the Pups Remain" 


Bangui--"Bokassa should be brought back to Bangui and thrown into the vats 
at the brewery. That way, all the Central African people could drink a 
little of him!" a low-level government employee in the capital told us 
with fierce conviction. Nor are his remarks an isolated case; rather, 

they perfectly express the climate of hatred left, 5 months after his fall, 
by the man whom, as if to exorcise a myth, the common people call "Bokassa 
Zero. 


Many rumors still circulate in Bangui, telling of the “imminent return" of 
an emperor wishing to settle accounts with those of his former aides who 
have now renounced him. “Sidewalk Radio” even asserts that the former 











sovereign ia already living on the Zairian right bank of the Ubangi, a few 
hundred meters from the Central African capital, after managing to escape 
from Abidjan, where President Houphouet-Boigny tried in vain to keep him. 
Some speculate that Mre Domitien, former prime minister, surreptitiously 
left the sinister Ngaraba prison and is walking the city in search of 
vengeance. 

"As long as Bokassa is alive, we shall not be safe," one of his former 
ministers, now secretary general of the government, told us, “because he 
is capable of paying mercenaries to have some of his former aides killed. 
It is therefore indispensable that he be extradited and tried...." 


On this point, President David Dacko himself told us, just as categori- 
cally: “It is indispensable that we obtain Bokassa's extradition so that 
he may be publicly tried in Bangui. That man is fully responsible for all 
of his acts. The misuse of authority is not madness. Because he under- 
stood that his power could be exercised witliout any hobbles or limits, he 
indulged in the innumerable excesses, in complete lucidity. I have already 
sent several missions to Abidjan, unsuccessfully, but I must still meet 
personally with the president of the Ivor‘an Republic. I do not want any 
disorder here and I know that if Bokassa escapes justice, the young people 
will react violently. Furthermore, I intend to provide public proof that 
contrary to what some of my detractors claim, I am not covering up the 
crimes of the former emperor...." 


Dacko: No Choice 


The Central African chief of state is anxious to shed light on everything 
concerning his personal relations with Bokassa. He explains: "When I was 
named private counselor in 1976, I had no choice. It was either that or 
return to prison. Now then, I would remind you that when I was arrested 

on 1 January 1966, I first .f all spent a month in a cell at Camp Kassai, 
then three and a half years in a prison cell with hermetically closed blinds 
at Roux Camp, until 11 June 1969. For 35 days, I was shackled, hand and 
foot, in a cell at Ngaraba Prison, where the Bangui students were massacred 
last year. When taken before the Council of Ministers at the Renaissance 
Palace, I could neither stand nor speak when Bokassa told me that I would 
be kept under house arrest at my Mbaiki plantation, where I was kept under 
close police surveillance. It was actually not until 1 January 1976 that, 
thanks to the personal intervention of President Mobutu, I regained true 
freedom of movement...." 


The president is not unaware of the judgment made of him by the supporters 
of radical change. Accused of having “made a pact" with the imperial re- 
gime, although it was born of a putsch directed against him, he vehemently 
defends himself. Questioned by part of the students whose victory was 
thwarted, they say, because he surrounded himself with some of the former 
ministers and high officials close to Bokassa, he explains: "Only 5 years 
ago, all of Central Africa was forced to cooperate totally with Bokassa or 
risk death...." The criticism to which he is the most sensitive concerns 
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his return to power thanks to the aid of the French Army. “How can they 
accuse France of having supported Bokassa, of being responsible in some way 
for his presence on the throne, and at the same time, blame France for hav- 
ing overthrown him? Above all, how can they criticize me for resorting to 
French aid to restore the republic when it was absolutely impossible to 
overthrow the imperial regime without powerful outside aid?" 


The Central African chief of state has changed since 1966 and even more 
after his return to power. Weathered by the years of suffering, President 
Dacko is no longer the pusillanimous leader whose resignation the African 
Praetorians were able to obtain without difficulty. Determined to exercise 
his responsibilities only on a provisional basis, bent on restoring a pluri- 
party system when he replaced the emperor, he has now opted for firmness: 
"IL have a proposed constitution on my desk," he says, “and it can be the 
subject of a referendum very soon. Next month, I am going to speed up the 
establishment of a new party, the Central African Democratic Union, whose 
constituent congress will take place in Bangui. Within 2 years, elections 
will be organized, but in the meantime, I am temporarily giving up the idea 
of a multiparty system. The opposition has shown itself to be incapable of 
uniting. Confrontations have already taken place repeatedly in the street 
between political adversaries. I do not want this country to get bogged 
down in civil war, like certain neighboring countries...." 


Strange Colonial Atmosphere 


In the Quartier Fouh, which along with Boy Rabe is one of the fiefs of the 
opposition in Bangui, the dissidents do not wait to be coaxed to express 
their discontent. Fourteen years of forced silence under the Empire explain 
why tongues start wagging so readily now. At the Volcan 2000, a night club 
where Mocaf beer flows, one is two steps away from the homes of Prime Min- 
ister Ayandho, now in power in the Palace, and former Prime Minister Patasse, 
imprisoned at Ngaraba. Nothing remains but the walls of the two buildings 
looted by the respective adversaries of these two politicians. Standing 
alongside their shiny new Yamahas, the “godobes" —— the local equivalent 

of the teddy boys -- admit: “The only thing everyone agreed on in Bangui 
was the elimination of Papa Bok, but no one can get together on anything 
now." 


What exasperates, not only the godobes, but many other Central Africans as 
well, is the harsh living conditions due to unemployment and inflation, the 
constantly rising prices for all products. In addition, there is a colon- 
ial atmosphere that has become nearly unique in Africa. How else is one 

to describe the atmosphere at the Rock Club, where the only blacks are the 
waiters, bathroom attendants and a few French paratroopers from the over- 
seas departments? How is one to describe the behavior of certain owners 
who only accept expatriates as clients? 


At the Portuguese restaurant, where the cuisine is the best and the least 
expensive in Bangui, Africans are scarcely more numerous than at the Rock 
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Club. Here one mainly finds oneself among “poor whites" sporting the 
knitted shirts no longer found at the end-of-season sales in Paris, sitting 
under ceiling fans that slowly churn the humid air. It is a picture of the 
1930's, folklore one would have thought was long forgotten, that exhibits 
its mediocrite two steps away from the Rock Hotel where the dining room 
unashamedly advertises its l'oeuf mayonnaise for 1,000 CFA francs (1 CFA 
franc = .02 franc). 


The average Central African is exasperated over the impunity which those 
who profited from the defunct regime seem to enjoy. The great majority of 
the population would like revenge for the imperial "fat cats," while the 
current government intends to avoid any settlement of accounts or blood 
baths. Placed on the defensive, President Dacko must once again claim 
that he was tine “hostage” of the imperial regime and not its accomplice. 
One of the men the most severely brought into question by the people of 
Bangui is the last prime minister under the Empire, Henri Maidou, now 
vice president of the republic. 


“The dog is gone but the pups remain, the most dangerous one of which is 
Maidou," we were told by one of the officials of the Central African Student 
Union. The students criticize the vice president for having signed the 
decree requiring students to wear uniforms, a measure that resulted in a 
revolt. They nicknamed him "Mr Mad" because on the day of the massacre of 
the school children, he stubbornly refused to accept the validity of the 
announcement of the tragedy. 


Charming, likable, with a good deal of worldly wisdom, Maidou was a bril- 
liant student of geography at Nancy. He held several ministerial posts 
before becoming prime minister of July 1978. Along with his twin brother, 
a career diplomat who is his best public relations agent, he has the ear of 
the expatriate private sector and especially of certain French political 
circles, which are quick to interfere in African affairs. When he is told 
that he is being considered in Paris as a possible successor of the cur- 
rent president, he neither confirms nor denies the report, content to smile. 
One can measure the extcnt of the political embroglio, however, by the fact 
that Maidou, “covered” by President Dacko, according to some, he appears 
to be his most direct rival. Furthermore, while the president is accused 
of having returned to the capital "in the wake of the French troops,” it 
would appear that the vice president personally signed the request for 
intervention. 


Actually, the two men need one another in order to govern effectively, and 
it is mainly their respective entourages which, in order to gain an imme- 
diate advantage, are trying to pit them against one another. Indeed, 

above and beyond the personal quarrels, ethnic questions remain of great 
importance in the Central African Republic. The president, like the 
emperor himself and like Barthelemy Boganda, founder of the Central African 
Republic, is of Mbaka origin, while the vice president and the leader of the 
opposition, Abel Goumba, to whom he is related, are of Banziri origin. 
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Divided Opposition 


Unlike Vice President Maidou, who praises him and sees in him "a strict and 
valuable man who speaks of a coalition government and a multiparty system, 
formulas to which I am not opposed, although they are premature," Abel 
Goumba is popular among the young people, but for most of them, he does 
not represent much. A student at the National School of Administration 
tells us: "He has never compromised with Bokassa and his reputation for 
honesty is a serious asset. But he was absent from the country too long 
and few of us know him." Local Europeans do not hide their feelings about 
him: “He is wicked, the Cubans’ man, a communist.... If Dacko had not 
taken power away from him in 1960, he would have tried an experiment like 
Sekou Toure’s here." 


As for Ange Patasse, under arrest since 21 October, it would appear that 

his supporters are mainly in his ethnic group the Souma and in France. The 
extent of his debts which the government is purposely exposing, his conver- 
sion to Islam in November 1976 and his collusion with the Libyans, exploited 
in a country where they are particularly unpopular for having uncondition- 
ally supported the Empire, weaken his position. Proceedings are underway 
against him for the misappropriation of funds and for disturbing the public 
order and the former prime minister should in principle be appearing in 
court before long. 


For the time being, President David Dacko does not seem to have to face 
truly dangerous adversaries. Actually, too many things pit those who col- 
laborated with the Empire, such as the minister of finance, Koyamba, or 

the minister of planning, Lebouder, against the "new men" and their col- 
leagues, Gueret (justice) or Kabilo (mining). Likewise, there are too many 
bones of contention between the different elements of the opposition, either 
grouped behind Abel Goumba in the Patriotic Front, the dubious Ange Patasse 
in the People's Liberation Movement or the opportunistic Sylvestre Bangui, 
minister of foreign affairs and the founder of an ectoplasmic Ubangi Libera- 
tion Front, set up for the needs of the cause. In addition to this puzzle, 
one has regional rivalries between people in the west and the east, between 
residents of the capital and the "river people" (Mbaka on the Logaye and 
Yahoma on the Ubangi), and the concealed French interference. For example, 
it is said in Bangui that the Elysee Palace hesitates between Dacko and 
Maidou, Chirac's party has a weakness for Bangui, and the respective par- 
ties of Mitterrand and Marchais are looking to Goumba and Patasse. 


President's Assets 


Dacko has two major assets: the support of the Catholic Church and the 
army and French cooperation. Christianity is of considerable importance 
here and many upper-level civil servants are Catholic, even if some of them 
do not practice their religion. Although traditional beliefs find it rough 
sledding and the cult of the waters remains strou2. the local clergy and 
the missionaries exercise undeniable influence. The Catholic Church was 
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the only force that dared to stand up to the emperor and the Church was the 
source of the revelations about the massacres, the detailed account of 
which by Amnesty International and later by the Commission of African jur- 
ists was to bring about Bokassa's fall. 


One Central African priest, who seems quite representative of the opinion 
of the clergy and a large part of the congregation, states: "We are not 
the unconditional supporters of anyone and we intend to remain just what 
we are, but we do esteem and have sympathy for President Dacko. He pre- 
vented the misfortunes of civil war in our country and it is certain that 
if any one else had taken power, there would have been a great many dead." 


A layman belonging to a Catholic action group goes even further: "Every- 
one now wants the French troops to remain here because the majority of the 
population is anxious for security and stability.... Do not forget that 

the Cubans are at our doorstep, in the southern Congo, and that the Libyans, 
despite their recent expulsion from Central Africa, are present close by, 

in northern Libya." 


In addition to the dissuasive role played by the 370 French soldiers in- 
volved in Operation Barracuda ("just in case," their officers say), there 

is the action of the 400 French technical assistance serving in the Central 
African Republic, some in the president's own entourage, as in the case of 
Jacques Serre, whose background as a colonial administrator i: the Central 
African Republic explains his appointment as secretary general to the Office 
of the President. The French colony, made up of 2,500 to 3,000 persons, 

by far the largest group, provides effective support for the new regime, 

but will this essentially temporary presence be sufficient to ensure the 
stability of a regime at grips with a catastrophic economic situation?

[Text] Preventing Bankruptcy 


Bangui--"Our situation is that of a nation ravaged by a veritable cataclysm. 
We are starting from scratch," explained a young Central African government 
employee specializing in economic questions. He recalled the systematic 
looting to which a country that had become the personal property of Jean- 
Bedel Bokassa had been subjected. 


A de facto monopoly over diamond exports, the slaughtering of crocodiles 
for their skin and of elephants for ivory, the arbitrary taxation of large 
companies, forced to turn over free of charge part of their stock to the 
emperor and the purchase of villas abroad so that they might then be rented 
to Central African embassies: All of this helped to make enrich the former 
emperor, exiled in the Ivory Coast. As money came into the Treasury, he 
took out the liquid assets, at the expense of all public services. "We 

had no paper, pencils or carbon paper. We could not draw up the simplest 
report,” one officer of the gendarmerie told us. 
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Even today, the Central African economy and finances are the image of 
what the imperial court of Berenga, accessible by the only truly decent 
road in the country, has become. 


One has to obtain written authorization, signed by the chief of state in 
person, and then face the untidy but meticulous soldiers at the guard 
station, which looks like a pigsty. After going through the main door, 
over which one can scarcely discern the outline of an imperial eagle, 
one can see the runway on which the jets of Bokassa's visitors landed, 
then a long succession of courtyards. 





A goldmine for a whole host of European entrepreneurs, this "palace" was 
never anything more than an unattractive low-income housing unit! Every- 
thing smacks of swindles and fraud, the buildings themselves as well as 

the interior decoration. Everything has been torn apart as if by a cyclone, 
but beyond mere looting and systematic, meticulous destruction. Visibly, 
Bokassa was trashed by a pack of speculators who came to sell him their 
shoddy goods at a high price. 


























Near the movie theater, two enormous cases hold two bronze statues lying 
like corpses in their coffins. None of these monumental imperial effigies 
was ever erected. Both miraculously escaped destruction. A little further 
on, immense, wide-open doors lead to a cold storage room similar to the 
one in Kolongo, a suburb of Bangui, where, as President Dacko told us, 
"human remains" were found. 


Unlike what happened at Berengo, Bokassa's apartments at the Roux camp 
escaped the people's rage. A few French paratroopers dry their laundry 
in the courtyard, in sight of the cell where David Dacko lived, practi- 
cally walled in, for three and a half years after he was removed from 
power. 


This “imperial residence" at the Roux camp is a marvel of cheapness and 
bad taste. The walls of rooms furnished with sofas and desks cheaply 
fashioned after the Empire style are papered in solid green or red printed 
wish the traditional eagle. Bokassa's room has a bed that is either solid 
gold, gold-plated or simply painted gold: It is hard to tell which and 
only a handful of curiosity-seekers have ever seen it. 


Isolated Capital 

"Bangui is literally cut off from the rest of the country," we were told 
by one department head, who added: "From the capital, one can communicate 
with the outside only by radio or by means of the helicopters and light 
planes of the French Army." This lack of means of communication is an 
obsession for all officials. One of the government's spokesmen said: 
"Bokassa governed only Berengo and neglected the rest of Central Africa 
after 1970. There are no more ferry boats or roads here. It takes 2 or 

3 days to reach Bossangoa, which is 300 kilometers away. Bangassou, which 
is less than 750 kilometers from Bangui by road, is a 3-week trip!" 
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Minister of Transport Timothee Malendoma also believes that the repair 

of roads must be speeded up," especially the repair of rural roads leading 
to the plantations.” This former military man, who went into exile in 
Paris in 1969 and who was secretary general of Air Afrique at the time 
Operation Barracuda was launched, believes that “at the present time, one 
cannot go over 5 kilometers an hour on most of the main roads." 


Malendoma remains optimistic, however, because, he says, "in order to en- 
courage haulers to buy vehicles, we have lowered customs duties by half on 
trucks and pickups." He adds: "Thanks to aid from the European Develop- 
ment Fund (FED) and the Aid and Cooperation Fund (FAC), along with the 

UN Equipment Fund, we are in the process of upgrading some 1,000 kilometers 
of rural roeds. We are paving the Bangui-Bossambele road (260 kilometers) 
thanks to credits from the World Bank, the African Development Bank and 
Kuwait." 


Economic recovery is directly linked to the modernization of connections 
between the different regions of the country. In fact, the nation is not 
doomed to poverty. From 1960 to 1970, growth was continuous and it was 
not until 1971 that the recession began, aggravated by the oil crisis 
beginning in 1973. The anarchic agrarian reform of 1970, the massive de- 
parture of technical assistants driven out by Bokassa, the lack of fuel 
and insecticides, and drop in yields and the delay or failure in paying 
government employees explain the stagnation of production. Naturally, as 
one French expert told us, “with an average monthly wage of 15,000 CFA 
francs and a 30-pound bag of manioc costing 8,000 francs, life is hard, 
but the country has the means to emerge from underdevelopment." 


A former colonial administrator states with conviction: "Central Africa 
is not a poor country. Its poverty is due to the successive looting: 
precolonial by the Senusis and the Arab slave trade; colonial by the big 
concessionary companies; ° nd finally, imperial. The fall of the regime 

is too recent for it to have effects on the economic situation, but every- 
thing is going to change." 


There have been no reliable statistics since the end of 1978, but we know 
that diamonds, cotton, coffee and wood still constitute the country's four 
main resources. Following in the footsteps of the monarch, many private 
individuals made a fortune in diamond trafficking. Official production 
has steadily dropped, going from 487,314 carats in 1970 to 284,000 carats 
in 1978. Thanks to a spectacular increase in prices, a reorganization of 
marketing circuits should bring in substantial resources for the state. 














The prime export crop since independence, cotton has yielded its place to 
coffee, and the production of cotton fiber fell from 10,055 tons in 1969- 
1970 to 10,341 tons in 1977-1978. 





Despite a certain regression, the coffee crop is sufficient to permit 
the annual export of 10,000 tons of beans and the producer's income 


Gr 
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has constantly improved as the result of the increase in purchase prices. 
Officials project an exceptional effort in the field of coffee production, 
want to stimulate tobacco and wood exports and hope to renegotiate the 
contract made with the Swiss Aluminum Company concerning the Bakouma 
uranium ore deposit. "This is a partnership in which our partners carved 
out the lion's share for themselves and we must take a very close look at 
the contract," Dacko says. 


Draconian Recovery Plan 


On the other hand, financial prospects are disastrous. In the president's 
entourage, officials told us that "the government receives 1 billion CFA 
francs every month from France to pay government employees, half of whom 
serve no useful purpose while the rest do practically nothing. This sum 
represents two-thirds of the salaries of the Central African Civil service." 
According to the most reliable estimates, the foreign debt is 50 billion 
CFA francs, while the national debt is 20 billion. The budget totals 

25.5 billion francs, with a deficit of 4 billion francs. 

Approved by the French Government (LE MONDE, 9 February), the financial 
recovery plan has just gone into effect. The 15-odd-page proposal con- 
taining it is a lucid and courageous document. Those who drafted it note: 
"The Treasury lives from day to day and has no reserves, having exhausted 
its drawing possibilities with the Issuing Institute, the Bank of Central 
African States (BEAC). By 31 January 1980, it will be possible to make 
only a very small part of the payments due at the end of the month." 


According to the same sources, in 1979, expenditures for civilian and mili- 
tary personnel exceeded 15.3 billion CFA francs, inasmuch as the total 
number of persons on the payroll went from 23,352 on 1 January 1979 to 
24,960 on 1 January 1980. Assuming an absolute wage freeze and consider- 
ing the rehiring of certain officials removed by the emperor, along with 
the appointment of certain students from the annual graduating class of 

the National School of Administration and Magistrature, these personnel 
expenditures should increase by another 2 billion CFA francs. However, 

it is also expected that the number of military personnel will be reduced. 


In September, the Central African Army was theoretically dissolved because 
it was too compromised with the imperial regime. Its chief of staff, 
General Moyonokola, who was directly implicated in certain killings, was 
immediately arrested and awaits trial. Like certain higher officers, also 
imprisoned, he continued to receive his monthly salary transfer, however, 
since it was on the computer. All the Central African Armed Forces num- 
bered over 6,900 men at the time of Bokassa's ouster. In order to avoid 
brutal reactions, the new regime preferred to support two new companies, 
with the aid of France, and then gradually reduce the number of personnel -- 
the total was 5,000 in February -- while awaiting more discharges. No 

pay increase is planned before 1981 and in the course of 1980, all mili- 
tary credits will be reduced 20 percent compared with last year. However, 
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the fact remains that expenditures for personnel of the Central African 
Government represent over 66 percent of the operating budget. 


A reduction in these charges, reduction in an already minimal equipment 
budget, a return to orthodox financial practices by the elimination of un- 
budgeted payments, which had grown to considerable proportions under the 
Empire, the elimination of customs and tax advantages granted at the same 
time, centralization in the Autonomous Amortization Fund of the entire 
public debt as figured on 1 January 1980 and the appointment of technical 
assistants for the most important financial posts and as aides to Dacko: 
These are a few of the many measures recommended to avoid bankruptcy. 


Nor does Dacko ‘ntend to stand idly by in the financial field, "but," he 
told us, "noc only did I find the government's coffers absolutely empty 
in September, but I also inherited colossal debts that I expect to honor 
totally, although part of the 1980 budgetary receipts were already spent 
ahead of time by the defunct imperial regime. The first efforts we made 
to try to rehabilitate the economy will not bear visible fruits until the 
fall, although my government is being given time and means to meet the 
test." 


Gaining time: That is the first objective of the team headed by Dacko. 
He also wants to gain time politically. Actually, nothing far-reaching 
can be undertaken in the latter domain until the National Investigative 
Commission set up on 26 September completes its investigations concerning 
“the many crimes and acts of extortion committed against persons and the 
abuses perpetrated against public and private property" under Bokassa's 
regime. However, according to what we were told by Gueret, a young 
magistrate who returned from France to become minister of justice in the 
current government, "the proceedings have only reached the stage of the 
judicial inquiry, and we are resolutely turning our backs on any form of 
the settling of accounts. Justice must be restored in the Central African 
Republic." 


Bokassa's successors therefore need both time and means to demonstrate 
their will for action and their effectiveness. While the time mainly de- 
pends on the people's patience and the trust they have in their president, 
the means come exclusively from France, inasmuch as no other country to 
date has manifested any desire to aid the Central African Republic in a 
decisive manner. When we spoke about the possible reticence of French 
public opinion, one of Dacko's supporters who was present immediately re- 
plied: "I just heard on Radio France Internationale this evening that 
the French have bet 17 billion centimes on placing the first three horses 
in the Prix d'Amerique alone."

MEAT PROCESSING PLANT--The Ethiopian Meat Corporation opened a modern meat 
processing factory here at a cost of 1,939,291 Birr. Comrade Maj. Melaku 
Tefera, Chief Administrator of Gondar region, inaugurated the factory Sun- 
day amidst an impressive ceremony.

PNP MEMBERS SUSPENDED--Thirty-one members of the People's National Party 
have been suspended after being charged with "subversive activities detri- 
mental to the party." The Ashanti Regional Executive Committee announced 
its decision on March 5, with a recommendation that the suspensions be 
followed by explusion from the party. Alhaji Mohammed Tanko, Vice-chairman 
of the Ashanti Regional party, justified the decision on the grounds that 
reports had reached the Committee that the suspended members had been 
visiting villages "in a bid to disorganize the party." Those suspended 
include the former Regional Chairman, Nana Osei Bempah.

ARMY RESTORATION THE ANSWER--The feat of military intervention is the cause 
of the Ghana Government's nervous and erratic behaviour, according to 
Professor Adu Boahen, a leading member of the United National Convention. 
Professor Boahen put the case for a coalition government made up from all 
the leading political parties when he took part in a symposium on Ghana's 
political stability on March 1. He argued that Ghana's economic collapse, 
food shortages and health problems were effects and not causes of a basic 
political instability. This instability was made worse, he said, by the 
leadership crisis within the Popular Front Party, the deepening rift between 
the PFP and the People's National Party, the discord between the "Old 

Guard" and the new leaders of the PNP and the row over the alliance between 
the UNC and the PNP. (In January this year, Professor Boahen published a 
statement dissociating himself from the alliance and engendering specula- 
tion of a realignment among the Ghana political parties, WEST AFRICA, January 
21.) The immediate solution, he said, was to form a coalition government; 
but the long-term answer was to restore the army to its former position as 
one of the best disciplined, professional forces in Africa, existing to 
ensure the stability and security of the state and not to be its rulers.

INTERNAL SECURITY ‘REFORMS' OUTLINED 
Abidjan FRATERNITE-MATIN in French 14 Feb 80 p 4 


{[Article: “Abidjan and its Sections. Internal Security: Police Separation 
From General Civil Service Statute; A Directorate for Domestic and Trans- 
border Traffic Will Soon Be in Operation") 


[Text] The Council of Ministers met on 1 February at the 
presidential palace under the chairmanship of the chief 
of state, Felix Houphouet-Boigny, for the purpose of 
examining several documents. It should be noted that the 
president of the republic signed some significant decrees, 
on behalf of the Ministry of Internal Security, these 
decrees bearing on the reorganization of the Ministry of 
Internal Security and of the General Directorate of Na- 
tional Security. 


In regard to this ministry, reform is the relevant word. In fact a few 
years ago the questicns relating to domestic security and maintenance of 
public order were under the Ministry of the Interior until the ministerial 
reshuffling in 1976, but today they are under the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry of Internal Security. 


The establishment of this ministry is an answer to the rapid growth of the 
Ivorian population. It became necessary then to furnish them the means of 
checking the disquieting increase in crime. 


Thus on 24 July 1974 a secretariat of state in charge of security was attached 
to the Ministry of Interior. The present structure might seem odd, but 
actually it conforms to our present situation. The Ministry of Security 
materialized and was definitely consolidated at the beginning of February 
1977. 
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A Simple Internal Reorganization 


This structural reorganization in the Ministry of Internal Security became 
necessary due to the adoption of new statutes of national security which will 
have great influence on the career, and the professional and social life 

of the police force. To begin with the corps will be militarized since all 
the personnel will be subject to compulsorily wearing a uniform trimmed with 
special “stripes” at which time the status of the police force will become 
the same as that of the magistrates and the military, that is to say that 

it will be incompatible with the General Civil Service Statute. The es- 
tablishment of these new structures will also entail the autonomous manage- 
ment of the personnel by the Ministry of Internal Domestic Security. 


Finally, the last consequence of these “special statutes" is that the na- 
tlonal police school will take charge of the preparation, organization and 
execution of all the national security's competitive examinations. 


The new Ivorian police must show itself worthy of this act of confidence by 
the Ivorian authorities, said Ernest Kouamelan, Directeur de Cabinet for 
Minister Ouassenan Kone, in view of the budgetary impact this reform will 
entail. 


A 20-Year National Security 


The functions devolving upon the Ministry of Internal Security will be 
expanding in conjunction with the rate of growth and the economic and social 
development of the Ivory Coast. 


This new structural form must become operational in order that the police 
forces can become adapted to their new missions in this end of the century 
characterized by banditry, thievery, etc. 


With this structural modification the General Directorate of Internal 
Security will be reorganized as it is by far the most important service at 
the command of the Ministry of Internal Security which can carry out its 
missions. 


Now there is an extensive structural reform in the central services of the 

Former Ministry of Internal Services in the General Directorate of National 
Security, namely the General Inspectorate of Police Services, the national 

police school and the autonomous broadcasting service. 


Is our national security inefficient? A very delicate question. It is 
well known that this is the result of its transformation into the previous 
national police services which, at the time of colonial administration, 
were an integral part of the West African Police. 
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Therefore, it was necessary to reorganize the national security structures. 


In addition to this reorganization it is planned to set up a directorate for 
domestic and trans~-border traffic which will be in charge of immigration 

and emigration problems, and finally a computer service which will furnish 
pertinent information to other directorates and authorities responsible to 
the ministry of domestic security.

ABIDJAN PORT EXPANSION PLANS REPORTED 
Abidjan FRATERNITE-MATIN in French 14 Feb 80 p 4 


{[Article: "Twenty Billion Francs for the Construction of a New Wharf in 
Locodjoro" ] 


[Text] The port of Abidjan will be expanded this year. 
This is what can be deduced from an analysis of the pro- 
visional budget for the 1980 fiscal year, adopted recently 
by the administrative council of the said establishment. 


A significant portion will be allocated this year to investments. Of an 
overall budget of 11,026,705,508 CFA francs, it is reported that 6,287,222,639 
francs, or more than 50 percent of the budget, will be used for investments. 


In 1979, more than 6 billion francs were assigned to investments and equip- 
ment. 


In fact, taking into account the increase in traffic, which rose from 6 

and 1/2 million tons in 1973 to 8,669,000 tons in 1979, and considering that 
since that date (1973) the port financed all its investments through its 
own budget without the intervention of the state, the port of Abidjan is 
being called upon to make a special effort to continue its expansion and 
equipment in order to satisfy the needs of the users and more particularly 
the requirements of the maritime trade between the Ivory Coast and foreign 
countries. 


With the establishment of a container terminal on the south end of the 

Vridi wharf the present site of the Abidjan port has reached saturation 

point. In a study of the third master plan three solutions for possible 
expansion are mentioned: the southern part of the Locodjoro peninsula, Boulay 
island, and the west section of the Vridi canal. 


At the present time the Locodjoro site has been chosen and is the object 
of extensive studies as regards its installation. The other two options 
will be used for later phases of the expansion. 
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A 1,000-ml [as published) wharf is planned for Locodjoro which will enable 
it to take care of the rapidly increasing traffic. The following special 
installations will also be made available in Locodjoro: a container ter- 
minal, a terminal for minerals, a second fishing port, and a clinker station. 


In addition the following are also planned for Locodjoro: 12 installations 
for various commodities; a 90 hectare warehouse zone outside the customs; 
and a 180 hectare industrial zone, with the possibility of expansion. 


The work which will begin this year will extend over a period of 4 to 5 
years. However, the first installations should be delivered in 1983. 

This operation which consists more or less in establishing a new port which 
will be integrated in the present installation, will cost more than 20 
billion CFA francs.

MOJA BLASTS GOVERNMENT REGARDING ARRESTS, PRESENTS DEMANDS

[Text] MOJA, the Movement for Justice in Africa has made its first public 
reaction to the incident of March 3 and March 7 by accusing the Government 
of “overreacting,” carrying on a "witch hunt" and conducting "wanton and 
unsystematic arrest of people, most of whom are only remotely related to 
the PPP--if at all." 


MOJA then went on to issue seven demands: 


l. Release from further detention all innocent persons who are not members 
of the PPP...; 


2. Halt widespread, uwnsystematic and indiscriminate arrest and detention 
of people around Liberia; 


3. Halt the arrest and detention of military personnel and release those 
military men who have so far been detained; 


4. Release without delay all those who are now being detained who were 
not participants in the decisions which sparked the developments to which 
the Government is now over-reacting; 


5. Stop, without delay, the torturing by flogging and exposure to inhuman 
conditions of all those detained; 


6. Grant a speedy and fair trial to those against whom a PRIMA FACIE case 
can be established; 


7. Reject all calls for the banning of political parties and associations, 
and resist all appeal to transform Liberia into a one-party state." 


MOJA, however, disassociates itself with the PPP describing the steps taken 


by the PPP calling for the resignations of the President and Vice President 
as “infantile and rather ridiculous." 


They said that they "in no way have any association directly or indirectly with 
the PPP. Our move is purely based on our established principle of ensuring 
the maintenance of democracy in Liberia."

As one crosses the St Paul River into Bong County we see hopes of a sub- 
stantial power guide that will produce energy not only to upgrade the 
quality of energy service to urban centers. We are also continuing our 
search for financing to boost Gbarnga and Wologisi's magestic heights, by 

a firm supply of primary power not only to improve area infra-structural 
development, but also to reduce the cost of energy supply to the common man.

Yesterday in a petition to the Legislature, the citizens of Lofa County 
petitioned the Honorable Body to ban the PPP in the interest of present 
and future generations of the nation. 


The petition noted that in view of the very unfortunate experiences the 
nation as a whole have had with the multi-party system, appropriate measures 
should be taken now to hold a national referendum on this question. 


The Lofa citizens said that they are of the opinion that the multi-party 
system appears to be impracticable and unworkable in a developing state 
as Liberia. 


They further emphasized in their petition that the citizens of Lofa are 
convinced that the continued existence of the Progressive People's Party 
will give rise to what they called a chronic state of anarchy, ultimately 
destroying the very foundation of the Liberian nation. 


Meanwhile, in two separate statements to the President yesterday at the 
parlours of the Executive Mansion, the citizens of Lofa and Grand Gedeh 
Counties reaffirmed their supports to the government of Liberia and to 
the President. 


In their statement, the Grand Gedeans denounced, condemned, and disassociated 
themselves from the members of what they referred to as the so-called 
Progressive Peoples’ Party, a group whom they said has mis-informed and 
mis-guided some of the citizens of the country. 


They told the President that the people of Grand Gedeh have not a single 
reason to flatter his administration but they are duty-bound to testify to 
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the many achievements that have been made since th. encumbency of Dr Tolbert 
to the Presidency linking those of his predecessors. 


"Under this, your administration, Mr President, only a vicious and blind 
minded citizen will not see the strenuous effort that is being made by 
you for the total development of every part of our country.

AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL PROTEST--In a Tuesday, 25 March, cable to President 
Moussa Traore, Amnesty International has protested "the death of at least 
18 young people" during the repressive measures adopted by Malian authori- 
ties against student agitation in Mali. According to reports received 

by this humanitarian organization, the young peuple were "shot or 
bayonetted and even tortured to death." Moreover, Amnesty International 
reports a large number of witness accounts of "police brutality" against 
the young people in the streets of Bamako, the Malian capital. It demands 
an “official inquiry" into the death of Abdul Karim Camara, secretary 
general of the National Union of Pupils and Students of Mali (UNEEM), who, 
according to reports, was “beaten and then hung by his feet following his 
arrest on 15 March." This humanitarian organization reports also that his 
family was not allowed to see his body, and notes that the forces of order 
repeatedly opened fire during the student demonstrations of December 1979 
and March 1980. Amnesty International is concerned as well with the fate 
of Rokya Koyate, whb, according to unconfirmed reports, may have died 
under torture, and of Mamadou Lamine Traore, Victor Sy and Tieble Drame, 
three professors who were allegedly tortured as well. [Text] [Paris

BENEFITS BEGIN TO ACCRUE FROM SUGAR PRICE INCREASE 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 20 Feb 80 p 6 


[Text] The price of sugar on the world market was, the day before yesterday, 
250 pounds after having reached 287 pounds last week. As to the "futures" 
for the months to come, which the parties concluding sales agreements use 
as a basis, they have surpassed 300 pounds. A positive result of this 
increase for Mauritius: the executive committee of the International Sugar 
Accord last week (with the world quota destined to reestablish equilibrium 
in the sale of sugar) released 4000 tons of Mauritian sugar. Another 4500 
tons will be released as soon as the price has peaked, and 4500 tons at a 
later date. 





In two articles published in the January and February issues of the bulletin 
of PROSI, Mr Michel Hardy, of the Sugar Union, explains the reasons for the 
upturn and its consequences on the international level and for Mauritius. 
Let us recall that the upward movement was primed in September of last year. 
Since then, "Swept along by the price increase of gold and of ‘commodities' 
in general," writes Mr Hardy, "the sugar market has been consolidated and 
strengthened by the introduction of statistical and conjunctural factors 
having reference specifically to sugar and to the evolution of supply and 
demand. It is therefore important to underscore the positive character of 
this rise in prices which may have appeared at the outset especially 
speculative, but which has since found a rational and solid base." 


Why the Increase? 


According to Mr Hardy, certain official estimates forecast a world production 
of a maximum of 90 million tons and a deficit of approximately 3 million tons 
for the period July 1979-July 1980. The pessimists, however, emphasize that 
the world stocks of sugar remain at a very high level--approximately 35 
percent of the world consumption--whereas the "normal" level, that is, the 
one that allows a balance between supply and demand, is estimated at no 

more than 25 percent (equal to 3 months’ consumption). However, the 
depressing effect that this element (the surplus of 10 percent) could have 
on prices is mitigated primarily by the fact that the notion of stocks is, 

to a large extent, theoretical; and then by the statement that the surplus 
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stocks, to the extent that they can be correctly evaluated, are found 
especially in countries such as Brazil, Australia and South Africa, which 
are members of the International Sugar Accord and therefore cannot get rid 
of their surpluses on the world market. 


It ia therefore tmportant to stress that the very foundation of the recent 
price increase of sugar is the establishment of a deficit in world production 
with regard to consumption; this evolution was reinforced by the effects . 
of the International Accord and by the introduction of other factors that may. , 
be called conjunctural or climatic." 7 


The International Accord Shows Its Mettle 


Recapitulating the situation of the past 2 years, Mr Hardy points out that, 
“since it became operational in early 1978, the International Accord 
exercises, through its mechanisms of quotas and stocks, an effective control 
over the quantities of sugar available on the world market. In fact, the 
measures stipulated by the accord during the 2 years of 1978-79, that is, 
the reduction of quotas of the exporting member nations to their strict 
minimum and the creation, by these same members, of special stocks, have 
finally contributed to restoring the equilibrium on the world market: 

thanks to the provisions of the accord, the supply on the world market was 
reduced by 25 to 30 tons during both 1978 and 1979. These restrictions, in 
the long run, brought about the resulting price discount inasmuch as these, 
since the month of October, have from the very first attained the minimal 
level stipulated by the accord ($11 per hundredweight--approximately 115 
pounds per ton) and then progressed to the point of reaching the level fore- 
cast for a first increase of quotas in 1980 ($13 per hundredweight--about 135 
pounds per ton). This evolution is all the more remarkable in that it took 
place despite the nonratification of the accord by the United States. It 
can be said, in retrospect, that the International Accord survived the 
“baptism of fire" of its first 2 years. In reality, the controls imposed 
by the accord have operated successfully, the exporting member nations have 
respected their commitments to reduce their quotas and to create special 
stocks. Many of these countries, such as Australia, South Africa, Brazil, 
the Philippines and India, found themselves forced to control, and even to 
reduce, their productions. 


The Climatic Factors 


"But," adds Mr Hardy, "between these two fundamental elements which contributed 
to a renewed price increase on the sugar market, that is, the statistical 
position showing a deficit in 1979-80 and the control exercised by the 
International Accord, there are others, including the element of speculation, 
of a certain significance. The factors are of a climatic or "accidental" 
nature; they are, to cite only a few, the cyclones that affected the Dominican 
Republic's sugar production, the drought and rust disease which affected the 
Cuban harvest of 1979, the reduction of the sugar harvest in Thailand and in 
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India, and, finally, purchases by China, Russia and Iran on the world market. 
All of these events contributed to reinforcing the price increase and to 
making it sharper than it might have been. But it is important to emphasize 
that even without these "accidental" factors, the prices would have climbed, 
though without a doubt more gradually and less suddenly." 


Speaking on the future evolution of prices, Mr Hardy recalls that the drops 
and rises in sugar prices are cyclical because they entail, respectively, a 
decrease and an increase in sugar production, etc. However, stresses Mr 
Hardy, one should not neglect the regular effect exercised by the International 
Sugar Accord in 1980. In fact, with the prices having reached the minimum 
levels called for by the provisions of the accord, there will be in 1980 an 
increase in quotas, and therefore an expansion of sugar available on the 
world market. "Other terms (the release of stocks, for example) are called 
for in the accord to brake an excessive upturn in prices and to try to assure 
a balance between supply and demand. (na the other hand, many exporting 
nations, mainly the European Economic Ccamunity (EEC), have the means of 
getting rid of significant quantities on the world market. One should 
therefore not expect a situation similar to the one which prevailed in 1974." 





But, despite everything, the prices continue to climb and, still according 

to Mr Hardy, two factors contributed to this tendency to go up. "First of 
all, the shortfall in the Cuban harvest, which had been reported for several 
months and had even been accepted officially by that country's authorities. 

A reduction of approximately 20 percent (more than a million tons) is 
estimated. This deficit has obliged the Soviet Union, whose main supplier 

is Cuba, to get its supplies on the free market in order to ease a shortage 
in its own sugarbeet harvest. The USSR's purchases are difficult to quantify, 
but a minimum of 500,000 tons may have been purchased since December 1979. 
The second factor contributing to the increase is, paradoxically, the 
decision of the Executive Committee of the International Accord to release 
the quotas of the exporting nations. In fact, with the price having 

exceeded the threshold of the 1500 called for by the accord, the restrictions 
on the quotas of the exporting nations were abolished on January 11. Whereas 
one might have expected this measure to increase the supply on the world 
market, it was confirmed that few exporting nations had sugar available to 
sell immediately on the market. The apparent lack of sellers thus caused 

the prices to climb progressively in London and New York. 


The Conjunctural Consequences 


There is also the role played by the external factors in the strengthening 
of the market prices of sugar. Mr Hardy writes on this subject: 


"The uncertain world conjuncture which brought on the spectacular rise of 
gold and silver was reflected to a certain extent onto the market prices of 
other commodities, including sugar. This has resulted in important purchases 
by speculators, especially in New York, in hopes that the prices would 
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continue to go up. This element of speculation, moreover, is potentially 
dangerous, for, sooner or later, the speculators will want to resell, which 
could then entail a technical reaction, a drop in the market prices. It is 
difficult to foresee how much the market prices will rise: the future 
evolution will depend on the presence or absence of exporting nations having 
sugar to sell, on additional purchases by the Soviet Union and, finally, on 
steps taken by the International Accord to release the stocks held back by 
its members." 


While waiting, however, the fallout from the increase is of interest to 
Mauritius. As is known, the tonnage of sugar that Mauritius can sell each 
year on the world market is determined by its quota within the terms of the 
International Accord: this quota for 1979 comes to 134,500 tons, of which 
approximately 115,000 come from the 1979 harvest. The price for one shipment 
(42,000 tons) of these 115,000 tons had been established before the price 
rise, that is, before Septembe: 9; however, a significant quantity 

(73,000 tons), the price for wh was set after that date, benefited from 
the increase in market prices. it is estimated that the average of these 
sales (115,000 tons) on the world market will reach a price of about 170 
pounds a ton (base cif), whereas that average was estimated around 130 pounds 
(base cif) at the beginning of September. Furthermore, the entire remainder 
of the 1979 harvest that we will have available at the beginning of 1980 

for our sales on the world market, notably to the United States, will benefit 
from the higher prices: the remainder based on the present estimate of a 
harvest of 600,000 tons represents approximately 20,000 tons.

TEN YEARS OF ECONOMIC PLANNING REVIEWED

[Text] aritius has a 10-year economic plan aimed at foreign- oriented 
development. Spectacular results were achieved: goods and services 
production doubled, investments and consumption reached levels rarely 
attained, even in highly industrialized countries (when compared with 
GNP), employment opportunities rose by 70 percent. 


Although all this occurred while the balance of trade was in favor of 
Mauritius, the door to foreign trade opened more widely and unequal 
trading reappeared. 


The island of Mauritius decided to plan its economy with extreme 
dependence on the forces and mechanisms of the world market. 


Ten years ago planning started with good objectives, seriousness and 
optimism. A goal of full employment was set for 1980 when generalized 
unemployment was reigning. To achieve this main goal, it was estimated 
that the gross national product would have to be doubled in 10 years, 
thus insuring a 7 percent a year increase in the GNP. 


Mauritius had recently acquired its independence and was conscious of its 
semi-classical plantation economy, which rested on two poles of growth: 
export and import. Revenues from sugar exports were the main resource of 
the economy. 


It was then obvious that this colonial economic scheme would have to be 
abandoned and that the economy would need diversification. The plan 
rested on one principle: Industrialization was to be the motor of 
development, while the sugar industry was to be the base fr financing, 
attracting foreign currency and supporting existing infrastructures 
(harbors, roads, electricity, the banking system and financing plans) 
which it generated during its own development. 
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Mauritius knew what its trump cards were. The country already had a high 
production capacity before its independence. It could rely on high savings 
and investments rates (savings and investments represented over 15 percent 
of the national revenue in the 1950's and the 1960's). There wae already 
a banking and fiscal system able to mobilize financial resources. In 
contrast with most Third World nations, the island of Mauritius benefited 
from a very organized and dynamic indigenous private sector. 


Mauritius however, faced some severe limitations: an industrial base still 
had to be established, a nonexistent good production sector (machines, 
tools, equipment etc), nonexistence of a central bank which could be used 
as a key economic lever acting on the investment process, lack of natural 
resources, and exiguity of the internal market. 


The first plan from 1970 to 1975 was a brilliant success because it numecically 
established Mauritius’ resources, possibilities, objectives and limits. 

The second plan, from 1976 to 1980, was a continuation of the plan launched 

in 1970. 


Mauritius is at the end of its first real planning attempts. It is now of 
course time to prepare a balance sheet. Negative and positive aspects alike 
must be considered and lessons must be drawn from them. 


Virtually all Tnird World nations that have tried to plan their economies 

have aimed at doubling their GNP within 10 years, but very few have succeeded. 
However, Mauritius hes almost succeeded. When calculated with 1970 prices, 
Mauritius would very nearly have doubled its GNP in 10 years. When eliminating 
inflation and high sugar prices, which started in 1973, the volume of goods 

and services produced would have doubled. 


Despite the fact that increases in the volume of goods and services did 
not simultaneously engender the planned 130,000 jobs, it reached 70 percent 
of the objective. In fact, this is not at all a bad record when compared 
with that of other Third World nations. 





In 1978 Mauritius reached an investment rate of almost 40 percent of its 
GNP. This is spectacular when one remembers that--aside from oil-producing 
countries such as Gabon and Algeria--there are very few countries in the 
world, even among highly industrialized nations which reach this figure. 
What must be noticed is that despite this extremely high investment rate, 
family consumption has not radically decreased. High investment rates 
usually result in a decrease in consumption, but in Mauritius between 1970 
and 1978 consumption did not fall below 60 percent. It should also be 
remarked that substantial investments coupled with a maintained high rate 
of consumption is one of the economic plan's major battles since one does 
not produce for the sake of production but for consumption. Consumption 
raises the population's living standard. Mauritius’ prviate consumption 
which ranged between 60 percent and 63 percent from 1970 to 1978, is one of 
the highest in the world. 
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Unfortunately, from 1978 on all signs show that the plan is collapsing and 
enormous difficulties will challenge the type of plan thus far accepted. 
Paradoxically, the volume of goods and services produced in the country 
will continue to increase while the living standard of the population and 
levels of employment will decrease. Why? The increased volume of goods 
and services will be engendered by past and present investments, which may 
be relatively high if less spectacular than those of the past years. 
However, the large part of these produced goods and services are not used 
in the country but are exported. Most of the goods and services used in the 
country are imported. 


The proportion of GNP composed of external trade was almost 60 percent in 
1970 and 70 percent in 1978. It was much lower during colonial times. This 
is not interpendence with the rest of the world, but extreme dependence. 


Mauritius is holding onto a world market which it cannot grasp and which 
dominates it. However--it is said in high international circles--this 
world economic order is unfair to Third World nations, for whom the 
fundamental mechanism of domination is the unequai trade between rich and 
poor countries. It is easy to see the increasing deterioration of trading 
terms that has developed since 1976 between Ma"ritius and rich countries. 
Two years after, the consequences are but too visible: there is a break 
between investment and production on the one hand, and employment and 
consumption on the other. Uneven trade with foreign countries broke this 
this balance and plays the determinative role. Planning is destroyed. 
What is left to plan? Mauritius’ constraints are known. It is a small 
island with limited natural resources and consequently required to trade 
with foreign countries. No independent country has ever had a span of 
external trade as extensive as Mauritius. Neither Singapore nor Taiwan 
(both rapidly developed islands); neither the Caribbean islands, which 
have some econumic structures similar to Mauritius, nor Cyprus, nor even 
Japan. Hong Kong is an exception because it relies on an artificial economy. 


The fundamental cause of the crisis is a too important reliance on an unfair 
world market. A deve opment strategy based on a total economic opening to 
the world can succeed only if the tradiing terms (and monetary exchange 
rates) are in favor of Mauritius. Unfortunately, it cannot be so for 

a long time. The world market is not the innocent trading game of supply 
and demand for goods and services. Supply and demand are "manipulated" 

by multinational firms', trusts; and consortiums’ strategies. To survive 
Mauritius has no other choice but to "reduce its economic dependency" without 
however, becoming "self-sufficient."

MAPUTO HOPES TO DEVOTE FULL TIME TO DEVELOPMENT PROBLEMS

[Excerpt: | Nairobi--Two weeks after Robert Mugabe, prime minister of the 
future n. n of Zimbabwe, Mozambican President Samora Machel noted also 
that he w.uld not allow the South African nationalist leaders to establish 
military bases on his territory. "South Africa's problems are internal 
and only concern South Africa. A revolution can only triumph from within," 
Machel declared specifically. 


However, Machel noted that the African National Congress (ANC), a clandes- 
tine organization at the forefront of the anti-apartheid struggle against 

the Pretoria government, enjoys the support of "the international community." 
Mozambique's attitude vis-a-vis the liberation movements fighting against 

the South African regime is not surprising. In the midst of the serious 
organizational difficulties afflicting the country, the Maputo government 
needs a long respite, to be devoted to questions of development. Moreover, 
the importance of its economic ties with South Africa prevents Mozambique 
from openly provoking its powerful neighbor. 


On Monday, President Machel received Lord Soames in Maputo. Their talks 
centered mainly on the various plans to reopen railroad and road comnunica- 
tions between Rhodesia and Mozambique. 


As for domestic affairs, Machel noted again on Saturday that despite certain 
recent denationalization measures, his country remained "socialist and 
faithful to the principles of Marxism-Leninism," but added that "the state 
cannot be directly involved in everything." Recalling this dogma must have 
been especially pleasing to USSR Deputy Minister of Foreign Affairs 

Leonid Ilitchev, who ended on Saturday an official 3-day visit to 
Mozambique before going to Tanzania and Zambia. Leonid Ilitchev met with 
his Mozambican counterpart Joaquim Chissano, but was not received by 
President Machel. The Soviet Union, which had backed the wrong horse in 
Rhodesia by granting full support to Joshua Nkomo, doubtless felt the need 
to mend its fences with the "frontline states."

RESULTS OF SESSION OF AGRICULTURAL CADRES NOTED 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 28 Feb 80 p 5

[Text] The work of the annual session of national and 
regional agricultural cadres ended yesterday afternoon. 


After 10 days’ work, Agriculture Director Moussa Saleye 
discussed some of the observations and conclusions of 
the meetings. 


Observations and Conclusions 


First of all, the 1979 harvest continues to show general improvement over 
production since 1975, especially in foodstuffs. 


The winter of 1979 was marked by rather early rains, in generally average 
amounts, often with less precipitation than 1978 but relatively well distributed, 
with however some areas and periods of dryness. The rainfall was generally 
satisfactory in the regions of Niamey, Maradi and Zinder, but less encouraging 
than 1978 in the other regions. 


Crop protection was in general better than 1978 with later and less virulent 
attacks, although very significant, nonetheless, which required vigorous 
and for the most part successful efforts. 


Total cultivated area continues to grow: it was slightly larger than 1978 
(by around 1 percent) in all regions except Dosso. By crop, acreage clearly 
increased for millet, and niebe (translation unknown) but decreased for 
sorghum, ground-nuts, and rice. 


Yields are higher than 1978 for millet, niebe, and ground-nuts, and about 
the same for sorghum; this trend is general for all regions except Dosso. 
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An result overall production of principal crops for Niger is up about 5 
percent over 1978; this increase is found in all regions except Dosso, which 
had a slight decrease. By crop, millet and niebe are clearly on the upswing 
while sorghum and ground-nuts are declining. 


Thanks to this increase in production, especially significant for millet, 

the food situation has improved in all regions except Dosso, where it is 
slightly less favorable. The regions of Niamey, Dosso, Maradi, and Zinder 
produced an overall surplus, while Tahoua, Diffa, and of course Agadez which 

is essentially pastoral, showed deficits. The situation in the livestock sector 
was also improved with the reorganization of livestock which resulted in less 
grain consumption; Niger's balance-sheet on food, excluding rice, shows a 

slight surplus for the first time since the beginning of the drought. 


The results of agronomic research were discussed at length and we noted with 
satisfaction the emphasis put on study and improvement of local strains of 
millet, sorghum, and niebe, along with the parallel work on foreign strains 

or on creating new varieties. The observations of land agents, as a result 

of joint research-popularization efforts, have often indicated that some well 
adapted local varieties were superior to improved varieties in their region 

of origin, for the extensive cultivation still practiced by the great majority 
of cultivators. By contrast, if all the technical measures recommended are 
applied, these varieties show themselves better than the local ones, especially 
if climatic conditions are favorable. 


The study and improvement of these kinds of varieties should thus be pursued 
and intensified. 


Development projects are more and more numerous and larger, with increasingly 
good results in the rural sector. They often complete and assist one another 
to increase the effectiveness of both, but the least tangible results are 
produced by the integrated "productivity" development projects, which are 
always expanding but which cequire more and more agricultural inputs to give 
the desired results. This poses again, and in a more vivid way, the problem 
of supplying in sufficient quantities and at the right time the necessary 
inputs: seed, fertilizer, farming implements, crop protection chemicals, 
etc., which is above all a problem of adequate financing. 


The centers at Tahoua and Zinder for producing agricultural supplies are 
beginning to produce large quantites of supplies, but chances are the demand 
is going to go on increasing with the dearth of manpower felt almost every- 
where, especially at the main weeding times, and caused by the constant 
increase in cultivated area. The increase of farming poses many problems, 
beyond those of production and distribution, problems of profitable operation, 
repairs, follow-up, which must be resolved in conjunction with the UNCC 
(expansion unknown) purchasing center. 


Demonstration farms are more and more numerous, especially in project areas, 
in order to spread by example the technical means recommended by research and 
urged by popularization under the control of land agents, and these efforts 
seem to be intensifying. 
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Multiplication and diffusion of seed is intensifying, especially in project 
areas, but many problema are appearing, mainly regarding purchase of the 

need produced by the multipliers and recovery of seed loans, which should 
benefit from the support of cooperative leaders, administrative and traditional 
authorities. 


The agricultural statistics division conducted many investigations in 1979, 
especially in the project areas where their financial support is brought to 
bear; other investigations are planned in 1980, but the biggest task will 

be in connection with the agricultural census which took place in Niger as 
in all the countries of the world for this year and which is going to demand 
a big effort, both in preparation, and in completion. Numerous training 

and retraining classes are scheduled for the agents to this end. 


Crop protection has limited the ravages of parasites, which fortunately 

came a little late and a little less virulently in 1979, by many terrestrial 
and aerial interventions which covered, respectively, 80,000 and 66,000 
hectares. Training and retraining classes are both planned for better 
utilization of materials and products. It must be hoped that growers will 

be more aware of the problem of the struggle for crop protection, that they 
will provide timely notification of attacks on crops, and that they will take © 
a more active part in the fight against these attacks in order to increase 

the effectiveness of the fight which has been undertaken. 


Demand for fruit-tree seedlings as for garden seed is constantly growing; 
thus the division in charge of this as well as numerous small ONG [expansion 
unknown] projects is striving to meet these needs, principally by increasing 
the number of nurseries, as also by increasing their production capacity. 


The various training centers (CFJA, CPT, CPR) [expansions unknown], which 
serve as a driving belt between the agriculture agents and the rural sector, 
as much by advice given as by evample furnished, are growing and operating 
in a satisfactory way to provide means of self-organization for the rural 
sector. Good agricultural results obtained are the best guage of the 
effectiveness of this training which must be perfected by close follow-up 
of the former pupils by the cadres. 


It remains to give to these cadres, which have shown in every way their 
devotion and effectiveness in what are often the most difficult of working 
conditions, the material and financial resources for even greater effectiveness.

The colour sequence from top to bottom is green, gold, red, black, red, 
gold, green. 


The white triangle is separated from the coloured panels by a thin black 
line. 


The design was approved by the Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, yesterday after- 
noon, subject to two changes, a Cabinet official, Mr Chris Broadbent, said. 


The Zimbabwe bird and star are to be larger, and the second panel will be 
in the same gold as the bird.

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SALISBURY EMPLOYEES OFFERED WAGE INCREASES

[Text] Salisbury City Council has offered its 11 500 employees wage 
increases of between 10 and 12,5 percent at a cost of $2,5 million. 


Announcing this yesterday, the chairman of the council's Finance and 
Development Committee, Councillor Timothy Stamps, said: "The 12,5 percent 
increase will go to our black, lower-paid workers, and the 10 percent to the 
remaining predominantly white workers." 


The Mayor, Councillor Jack Whiting, asked to comment on the increases, said: 
"This is a gesture by the council which I hope other employers will follow 
to avoid being forced into increasing wages, especially for the lower-paid 
worker.” 


lle said future wage increases by the city would be proportionately higher 
for the low wage earner than for the better paid staff. 


Dr Stamps said in his statement: “There is no doubt that the rising cost 
of living more than amply justifies these increases, and I believe it is 
necessary to pay a fair wage for good work done." 


lie said the cost of the wage increases would be “spread across the board” 
on municipal charges, and about one-tenth would be met by the Salisbury 
ratepayer. 


“Fortunately this year our accounts are in a healthy state because of spend- 
ing curbs, with the exception of the black housing and health and welfare 
accounts, which are under strain." 


He said he believed it was “essential” that a minimum wage level, at least 
for the major urban centres, “be set without delay.” 


“The argument that this would result in a reduction of employment of labour 
should be treated in the same light as the statement that the election of 
Mr Robert Mugabe as Prime Minister would result in every white man leaving 
this country." 
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lie said due to the present economic situation "practically everyone, the 
eity council included, has trimmed its employment of people to a minimum." 


"I do not, therefore, feel that setting a minimum wage will result in the 
laying off of large numbers of lower-paid workers." 


He sald the wage Increases were necessary “to avold the perpetuation of a 
situation where a man who works earns less than is basically necessary for 
his living needs." 


He said it was wrong for a man who rented a poor quality house, barely ade- 
quate for the needs of his own family, to have to sub-let one or two rooms 
to another worker in similar straits in order to make ends meet. 


For the council to ensure a minimum wage of $100 a month for its staff would 
add $850 000 to the annual wages bill, he said. 


It could be argued that this would add to inflation, but Dr Stamps said 
Rhodesia needed wages-led inflation to stimulate economic activity and to 
promote efficiency in the well-developed fields of secondary industry and 
commerce. 


Although Rhodesia could expect some financial assistance from overseas, if 
the contribution promised by Britain was to be taken as a guide “for their 
assessment of our total financial needs" it should be remembered that the 
wage increase offered by the council would "swallow up a quarter of the 
British aid in one year." 


Dr Stamps also suggested that the savings resulting from the cessation of the 
war (which cost $1,5 million a day) could be used to encourage the elevation 
of the wages of the lower-paid rather than being used in “hand-outs”" to 

the unemployed, and for the creation of new employment "rather than meeting 
the day-to-day expenses of individuals and families." 


"If this is done then we are set fair for a happy and prosperous future," 
he said. 


The secretary of the Salisbury Municipal Workers’ Union, Mr T G T Mapfumo, 

was not available late yesterday to comment on the wage offer. He was reported 
to have asked the Municipality for a 50 percent wage increase for this 9 000 
union members. 


Farlier he told the Herald his union, while throwing its support behind

Text] The regular BSA Police is proud of its association with the Police 
Reserve and the "magnificent response" to the demands made on them, the 
Commissioner of Police, Mr Peter Allum, said yesterday. 


In a statement, Mr Allum said that with the ending of the war and the reduc- 
tion in demands on manpower, he wanted to record his thanks to members of 
all branches of the Police Reserve, men and women, for thei: sagnificent 
response. 


Referring to the different arms of the Police Reserve, he said "each has 
had an important role to play whether it was in the field, assisting the 
administrative machine or providing that invaluable feeling of security in 
the residential areas. 


"This force as a whole can be proud of its association with its reserve and 
I earnestly hope this relationship will continue in the future," Mr Allum 
said. 


The Senior Staff Officer of the Police Reserve, Assistant Commissioner 
Brian Nightingale, said in an interview yesterday that the emphasis on 
Police activities now was to return to the traditional role of maintaining 
law and order. 


Since the formation of the Police Reserye, their role had become increasingly 
para-military but with the winding down of the war, there was no justifica- 
tion in keeping men on. 


However, he added that from the early days of hostilities, yolunteers had 
attested into the Police force as "bright lights" whose role was to provide 
a Police presence and protection for farmers with security difficulties. 


Since those early days, the Police Reserve had grown in size and strength 
and had done a "trememdous job" in the tasks they were called on to perform. 
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Assistant Commissioner Nightingale paid a warm tribute to the members of 
the Special Reserve for their efforts in their own, and sometimes other 
areas. 


"They have also done a tremendous job especially at times when so many men- 
folk have been away from home in, the residential areas as they have been 
able to provide a sense of security for those left behind," he said. 


He stressed that all members of the Police Reserve, including the specials, 
remained "on the books" of the Police Force, although in the case of the 
Special Reserve, it was on a voluntary basis. There had been a reduction 
in the number of specials carrying out such voluntary patrols, he said. 


The exercise involving the calling up of black Police reservists had gone 
"extremely well," he said, with the spirit and enthusiasm of the six intakes 
since September 1979 remaining consistently high. 


"Their response to the training schedules and subsequent deployment has been 
very good," he added. 


It was difficult to predict the extent to which reservists would be called 
on in future, he said. But the hope was that law and order would be main- 
tained to the point where they would only be required to fulfill their 
commitments according to the requirements announced by the Ministry of 
Combined Operations on Tuesday.

SUCCESS OF FULL-EMPLOYMENT SCHEME REPORTED 
One Step Closer 
Victoria NATION in English 20 Mar 80 pp 1, 2 


[Text] The Government's goal of full employment in Seychelles is now being 
brought one step closer by the working of the new law on registering job 
vacancies and job seekers. Since January all employers with vacancies have 
had to register them with the Employment Exchange and, similarly, all 
unemployed workers have been required to register. 


So far the system is working well, says Mr Derek AhLock, Principal Secretary 
in the Ministry of Labor and Social Services. Employers are cooperating 
fully and while it is more difficult to ensure that all the unemployed 
register, in general they are now doing so. 


The setting up of this special Employment Exchange division to channel 
vacancies and applications for jobs is an impor.ait part of the policy of 
the Seychelles People's Progressive Front, which describes the task of 
attaining full employment as one of the fundamental objectives of the 
development effort. 


"A society which fails to provide employment for its citizens can hardly 

qualify as ‘developed.' The spectre of unemployment must become a relic 

of a past economic order, in which labor was regarded as a commodity that 
could be sold in return for a wage as and when the whims of the capital- 

owning class permitted," says the policy statement. 


In his Budget Address for 1980, President Rene announced the introduction 
of compulsory registration. 


"The measures are intended to have an ameliorative effect on the unemploy- 
ment situation and facilitate the collective of labour market information 
which is of immense value in identification of manpower requirements and 
gearing training needs accordingly," he said. 


One of the problems with registration of all unemployed, explains Mr Al-Lock, 
is that some people will only register when they see a job advertised that 
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they want to apply for. By then it is too late for the Employment Exchange 
will already have gone through their records to find somenody suitable for 
the job. 


lt in streaned that people must register as soon as they are unemployed, 
the exceptions being agricultural, domestic and casual workers and profess- 
lonal people such as doctors and lawyers. 


The reason for these exceptions is largely practical, recognizing the diffi- 


culty of getting agricultural workers, say, in the south of Mahe to regis- 
ter in Victoria. 


However, it is hoped that an employment office will be opened in the south 
of the island and sites are now being investigated. 


Another new office is likely to be in Victoria itself, since the present one 
in Oceangate House has proved too small to cope with the increased number 
of people using it. 


The number of registered unemployed on Mahe and Praslin is now around 
2,000 and they are classed according to the job they are capable of doing. 
Three categories is the most under which any one person can be placed. 
At the moment the areas in which most unemployed people, especially the 
young, want jobs are clerical and hotel work. So far there have been few 
registrations of pec le wanting to work on the land.

SIX MISSILE CRAFT UNVEILED AT SIMONSTOWN 
Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English 25 Mar 80 p 7 


[Text] The strike power of the South African Navy has been dramatically 
upgraded by the introduction of six highspeed missile-carrying craft. 


A Navy spokesman said yesterday it was likely that more of the missile 
carriere would be built in Durban to add to the flotilla of six craft 
unveiled at Simonstown naval base at the weekend. The spokesman said that 
the "Mighty Midgets" were capable of quick reaction at long range and the 
fact that they carry missiles gives them a striking power out of all rela- 
tion to their size. 


They can be deployed to any South African port and can operate from any of 
our ports, the spokesman said. 


"They are an invaluable addition to our navy and deterrent to anyone who 
considers attacking our maritime border," he said. 


The missile carriers are capable of speeds in excess of 30 knots. Their 
range is several thousand nautical miles and each carries a crew of 50. 
The vessels are over 600 metres long [as published] and their displacement 
is more than 400 tons. 


Armaments include two 76 mm cannon, machine gyms and six ship-to-ship or 


ship-to-air missile launchers. All the missiie carriers were built in

The 
meeting agreed to refer all views expressed by the NHK theologians over 
the last two days, to the commission of the General Assembly of the NHK 
for further study. A proposal by two of the NHK verligtes, Professor J A 
Loader and Dr M W Pretorius, a Defense Force chaplain, that the whites- 
only reference be scrapped, was not voted on. Professor Loader and Dr 
Pretorius led the minority attack on the church's theological right to 
limit membership on any grounds other than belief in Christ. But the 
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overwhelming majority of NHK theologians insisted that the whites-only 
clause did not run counter to the Bible. Professor B J Engelbrecht, a 
prominent NHK theologian, summed up the views of the church establishment 

by saying that the NHK was part of the universal church. The church had to 
determine how best to serve the universal church and in the current complex 
situation in South Africa it had decided this could best be done by dividing 
the white and black churches. The NHK is the second largest of the three 
Afrikaans churches and has taken a more conservative approach than the 

other two "sister" churches--the Ned Geref Kerk and the Gereformeerde

POLICE FORCE STATISTICS--More Whites left the South African police force 
last year than were recruited, the Minister of Police, Mr Louis le Grange, 
revealed in the House of Assembly yesterday.

2 528 White members had left the force during 1979 while 1 856 had been 
recruited. The largest single reason for leaving the force was resignations, 
which accounted for 2 15C losses. Retirements numbered 270, explusions 
nine, while 99 left for other reasons. The SAP recruited 1 577 Blacks 

and lost 1 483 of which 267 resigned, 210 retired, 138 were expelled 

and 868 left "for other reasons." Of the 277 Coloreds and Indians recruited 
was offset by 158 departures from the force of which resignations accounted 
for 102, retirement 26, expulsions 13 and “other reasons" 16. [Text]

WHITES AT BLACK UNIVERSITIES--The Turfloop branch of the Azanian Students 
Organization (Asaso) has rejected--totally--the presence of white students 
in black universities. In a statement issued at the university this 

week, the students said the presence of and the acceptance of white stu- 
dents in black universities created false impressions that the South Afri- 
can education system has been modified. Turfloop has enrolled 37 white 
post-graduate students this year. Said the statement; “If education is 
modified, then it should be shared from primary level. This is where we 
are directly fed with the poison. To show that it really is cleansed, let 
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it happen at all levels. "We are aware that while the admission of whites 
is to be used for propaganda purposes overseas and elsewhere, the main 
purpose is to accommodate rejects from thei: universities so as to boost 
thetr employment opportunities. After collecting their degrees they will 
go back to the black community and continue their oppression." The atu- 
dents said they adhered to the policy of non-racialiem and were not against 
whites as individuals. But, they said, they were forced to take the stand 
due to the prevailing ¢>normal circumstances in the country. They also 
condemned the expulsion of the black students from their own universities. 
"We feel it is not a privilege but a right for students to be at university," 
they said. University officials could not be reached for comment but 

they have maintained that the admission of whites was a natural development 
in a university. Most of the whites are locals from Pietersburg. [Text]

ZALRLAN ENERGY POLICY DEFINED 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 9-10 Feb 80 pp 1,7 


[Text] In the part of his speech on 4 February 1980 devoted to energy 
problems, Gen Mobutu Sese Seko first ruefully noted the situation which 

has prevailed in the oil sector since 1973. This situation is characterized 
by a rmaway increase in oil prices which has become increasingly unbearable 
for all the Third World nations. 


In this area the president of the republic deplored the fact that "no 
solidarity rule really seems to win out between those who make the law 
and the persons who are forced to bear it." The president was alluding 
here to the numerous OPEC meetings which often end in failure due to the 
different views of the member nations relative to establishing a single 
export price. 


One of the key problems of our time is that of energy, and the latter con- 
stitutes the key to every country's industrial development. By discussing 
the energy problem in his message of 4 February, General Mobutu confirmed 
the remarks made by Mr Costanzo of the World Bank, according to which all 
previous predictions and objectives relative to economic growth by the 
non-oil-producing developing countries have been substantially reduced. 
The problems of worldwide inflation, deterioration of exchange rates, and 
Stagnation of exports which are of such acute significance for the under- 
developed nations have often been raised in international forums. But far 
from improving, the threat posed by these factors (the most significant of 
which is energy) to the developmental perspectives of the poor nations in 
fact becomes worse with each passing day. Thus, of all the multiple 
problems which the underdeveloped nations must cope with, the energy 
problem is both the most acute and the most pressing. 


It is especially difficult for these countries to deal with the unprecedented 
increase in oil prices. Indeed, most of them have only limited possibilities 
for replacing oil with other energy sources and have only a limited range of 
means available to reduce their own consumption. 


With respect to our own country, the Republic of Zaire, Citizen Mobutu Sese 
Seko, president-founder of the M.P.R. and Head of State, defined, in his 
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speech on 4 February, the new policy to be followed to protect the country 
against the caprices of the petroleum market. According to the Guide, 
Zaire's energy problem may turn out in the long run to be only apparent, 
since we know that our country possesses a not-inconsiderable quantity 

of all types of energy resources, both renewable and nonrenewable. As 
renewable resources, the president of the republic cited the hydroelectric 
dam at Inga, which produces more than 530 billion kilowatt-hours per year, 
about 32.50 percent of the overall power of the African Continent and 
nearly 8 percent of the annual hydroelectric energy production of all the 
emerged lands of the earth. The vast importance of the Inga hydroelectric 
dam can be gauged by General Mobutu's question: considering the excessive 
cost of ofl, what would be the current status of all the industries in the 
city of Kinshasa and in Bas-Zaire, for example, if we had not constructed 
this great work of art? 


Our country, Zaire, is determined to profit from its numerous natural energy 
resources, the only way in which it can protect itself against the caprices 
of the petroleum market. As further renewable resources, the guide of the 
Zairian revolution also cited in his speech the immense forest of more than 
122 million hectares that Zaire possesses, whose wood has long been used 

as a heating source. As the president of the republic stressed, this is a 
significant energy reserve, due to the very fact of its abundance and 
diversity. Our nation is also counting on the enormous biomass represented 
by this wood and by forest residues of all types which constitute a not- 
inconsiderable energy source. And more in the direction taken by other 
countries, the Republic of Zaire will also have to utilize solar energy. 
All it will have to do is set up the appropriate technology in the rural 
areas. 


With respect to nonrenewable resources, the father of our nation did not 
tail to speak of the oil that Zaire produces, the asphaltic sands, and the 
bituminous shales that we possess in not-inconsiderable amounts. It is 
obvious that the Republic of Zaire is not lacking in natural resources to 
meet its energy needs. All we need to do is translate our wishes into 
action by implementing the energy policy whose development has been en- 
trusted to the Department of Energy. 


Considering our country's ever-growing needs for the acceleration of its 
industrial development, there must be no delay in getting this energy 
policy into action. No means must be spared to achieve this goal, for this 
is one of the priority sectors of the Mobutu Plar..

ZAIRE SELLS COPPER, COBALT TO CHINA 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 10-11 Feb 80 pp 1,11 


[Text] The Zairian Ore Development Company (SOZACOM) and the China National 
Metals-Mineral Import-Export Corporation signed an agreement last Saturday 
at SOZACOM's headquarters for the Chinese company to purchase 20,000 metric 
tons of copper and 250 metric tons of cobalt from the Quarries and Mines 
Organization (GECAMINES) . 


The two parties were represented by the president-delegate general of SOZACOM, 
Citizen Lukusa Mwengula, for Zaire, and by the director general of "Mine 
Metals," Zhang Jichua, head of the delegation, for China. 


The closing of this agreement is the fruit of the visit currently being made 
to Zaire by the Chinese delegation at the invitation of the president- 
delegate general of SOZACOM in response to his mission to China last year. 


These mutual visits are part of the Sino-Zairian cooperation ratified by 
Chairman Mao and the president-founder of the MPR, Citizen Mobutu Sese Seko, 
to further develop commercial exchanges between China and Zaire. 


The head of the Chinese delegation told the press that he was very pleased 
with the cooperation existing between his cartel and SOZACOM and with the 
agreements which had been achieved, one in 1979 first and also the one now. 


The Chinese delegation left Kinshasa last Sunday for their return home 
after having visited some GECAMINES works in Shaba.

SOCIAL SECURITY SURPLUS FOR 1979 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 13 Feb 80 pp 1,7 


[Text] The National Social Security Institute now ranks among the public, 
state-run, and semi state-run organizations which have achieved the feat 
of doing better than their budgetary predictions. Indeed, whereas receipts 
of the order of 39,555,786 zaires were expected, the actual amount on 

30 November 1979 came to 42,405,956.63.30 zaires, which means a surplus 

of 2,850,150.63.30 zaires. 


These details were furnished by the president-delegate general of the NSSI, 
Citizen N'Singa Udjuu, during a press conference. This result is due to 
the discipline and care in the daily management of public affairs and, 
especially, to the strict application of the president founder's slogan: 


"Moto na moto abongisa." The motto of the president delegate general and 
of all his coworkers is presently: "Do a good job, make a mark and leave 
good memories." 


Giving more details of the nature of these receipts, and with supporting 
documents, the president delegate general declared that the income could be 
broken down as follows: first, the receipts from social security payments. 
Jere, the forecast was for 32,265,000 zaires. But against all expectation 
the total came to 38,431,556.72.30 zaires, a surplus of 6,116,556. 72.30 
zaires. It is appropriate to mention that this clear increase was caused 
by operation “forced recovery," which has become the feared and fearsome 
weapon of the National Social Security Institute. 


But overdue social security payments, expected to amount to 8,000,000 
zaires, were also included in this category of receipts. Here again, 
instead of 8,000,000 zaires, the NSSI was able to collect 12,890,326. :1.40 
zaires. This sum must include the payment from "Zaire Palace," set at 
1,559,134 zaires and which cannot be paid until 31 December of each year. 


The actual real estate receipts as of 30 November were 3,156,612.39.30 
zaires, a deficit of 1,672,304 zaires. This deficit was caused by the 
insolvency of the departments of the executive council (departments of 
labor and education as well as various public bodies) which do not manage 
to honor their debts. 
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With respect to funds allocated, the president delegate general expressed 
the disappointment of the National Social Security Institute over the fact 
that some bodies which obtained funds are showing no willingness to pay 
them back. Except for the INPP and the Unaza, all the others are pre- 
tending to be unaware of their obligations towards the NSSI. From now on, 
the president delegate general has decided to put a stop this year to 
anarchy and carelessness.
